HONOLULU, H. I., March 6.—Tne 


Inquest commenced today and Bertha 
Werner, secretary of Mrs. Stanford, 
was the first witness. 
She said that 


Mrs. Stanford had left San Francisco 
because she had found that the mineral 
water contained Htrychnlne. The water 
was analysed by a chemist 
On the 


voyage to Honolulu Mrs. Stanford had 
some trouble but recovered her good 
•plrtta after landing. She described the 
drive to the picnic the day of her death 
and said Mrs. Stanford was bright and 
sang a little song when she came home 
after luncheon. 


Mr*. Stanford dressed for dinner at 


which she ate only -soup, excusing her- 
self and not being hungry, and later 
Mis* Berner placed on the table In her 
room a glass of mineral water, half a 
teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda and 
a laxative tablet. 


Then Miss Berner retired at a quar-

The last time Mrs. Stanford used the 


bicarbonate of soda was the week be- 
fore they sailed for Honolulu. Miss Ber- 
ner said the bottle was In a trunk and 
taken to San Jose. The trunk was sent 
to San Francisco on January 23d. The 
bottle was then taken from the trunk 
at the California street house and kept 
In a room accessible to the servants 
during the day but locked at night. The 
bottle containing the soda was placed 
in a telescope basket by the witness 
for the Honolulu trip and kept In a 
state room. 
May Hunt, the maid, was 


with Mrs. Stanford part of the time on 
the water. 
The bottle was not used 


on the trip to her knowledge. 


On the night of February 28th. the 


witness was aroused by Mrs. Stanford's 
voice calling that she was- sick and 
wanted a doctor and said that she 
thought she was poisoned. The patient's 
jaws were set and she could not drink 
the proffered hot water but was finally 
induced to drink when Dr. Humphries 
arrived. Mrs. Stanford had told the wit- 
ness all about the San Francisco pois- 
oned water.

Stanford soon said "another 


spasm is coming. My soul is prepar- 
ed. I go to meet my dear ones. God for- 
give me my sins.** 


The muscles then became rigid an«l

she perspired profusely, followed by 
another spasm, when she died. Mrs. 
Stanford's custom was to take bicar- 
bonate only occasionally and the only 
persons knowing this were the witness, 
May Hunt and Nora Hopkins. When 
aaked about the possibility of Mrs. 
Stanford committing sutclde the wit- 
ness expressed pity for those making 
such a conclusion. 


Mrs. Stanford rarely spoke of death, 


but on a few occasions she said some 
day she hoped to join her husband. 


Dr. Weed, one of the autopsy phy- 


sicians testified that symptons found 
indicated, strychnine poisoning. 
One 


sympton of such poisoning is unusual 
rigidity and Mrs. 
Stanford's mouth 


was rigid and the teeth locked. The 
arms and neck were rigid, but he was 
Informed that the undertaker had brok- 
en the rigidity by putting on a gown. 
The forearms, thighs and legs were rigid 
and the feet turned In and drawn up 
at the toes. The color of the body was 
violet or purple on the left side and 
the heart contracted and the right side 
was relaxed and In appearance the 
body corresponded with those of known 
cases of strychnine poisoning. 


Dr. Day, the other autopsy physician 


corroborated Dr. Weed. The inquest ad- 
journed and it Is expected the chemists 
will give their testimony tomorrow.

Th!s being the time for making the 


tax levy, the following final estimate 
for the several funds of Washoe coun- 
ty for this year to meet the necessary 
fixed and estimated incidental expens- 
es for the years 1906 and 1906, and the 
following tax has been levied for these 
purposes: 


State, 76 cents; salary fund, 
.01; 


general, .26; Indigent, .10; road, .10; 
school, .20; court house bonds, .06; 
hospital, .02; Wadsworth school bonds, 
,02; 
State University bonds, .02; Reno 


school bonds. .02; free library, .10; 
kindergarten, .03. 


To meet the interest of the school 


bonds Issued by Sparks the Commis- 
sioners levied an additional assessment 
on school district No. 39 of twenty 
cents. 
These bonds will be sold at 


once and the building of the school Is 
being contracted for. 
1 The rate made by the City Council 
yesterday for the city tax levy Is $1.02. 
This added to the county and Otate 
rate wilt make the amount to be paid 
by the taxpayers of Reno $2.69. 


This Is a reduction of the levy made 


two years ago by thirty-eight cents. 
It was hoped by the county officials 
that the city rate would be made as 
low as seventy-five cents in order that 
the valuation could be brought up but 
It seems that the city needs the funds 
badly, and that no material reduction 
could be made at this time and that

In the call it la stated that "among the 
objects to be attained are the exten- 
sion of power of the Inter State Com- 
merce Commission so as to give It au- 
thority to name what is a reasonable 
freight rate; to secure proper service 
for the transportation of live stock; 
to Impress upon the proper authorities 
at Washington the Importance of se- 
curing admittance for- our meats and 
meat products In certain foreign coun- 
tries that are now closed against jus. 
Success in this direction with France 
and Germany alone would mean an ad- 
ded value of not less than ten per cent 
to the meat producing animals of the 
United States; to nupport and aid the 
various bureaus of the Federal govern- 
ment in their investigations of the bus- 
iness of the large corporations with 
whom the stockmen have to deal, and 
In determining the true position of 
'such corporations towards 
the 
live 


stock producing public: and. also In tbo 
matter of better Federal corporation 
laws.
